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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed have been fully considered 
but are not persuasive. Applicant argues: Merrien fails to teach or suggest using configuration settings such that a network 
communications is initially established between the network access device and a network operator and there is no expectation of success 
in combining the wired DSL with the wireless connection of Merrien. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Merrien fails to teach or suggest using configuration settings such that a network 
communications is initially established between the network access device and a network operator, as disclosed in paragraph 4 on page 
7 the phone must have the configuration data (IP address) of the Internet service provider to connect to it through the network operator. 
Also, when the user of the phone connects to the ISP it connects through the network operator so it must connect to the network operator 
and this connection is the initial connection to the network operator for communication with the ISP at the configured IP address. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that there is no expectation of success in combining the wired DSL with the wireless connection of 
Merrien, Merrien first connects to the network operator through a wireless connection the connects to the ISP and to the Internet through 
wired connections (as seen in Figure 1) and these connections would be using the DSL of Liu in the combination of Merrien and Liu. 

Applicant also argues that the combined references fail to make up the deficiencies of Merrien, however, these arguments are moot in 
view of the above arguments. 
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
